‘The acquiescence of so much of the world] 
to-day in methods and manners which, nat] 
so. very long ago, would be indignantly| 
repudiated by any nation desiring to retain its 
self-respect has ereated a dangerous situation, 
Tf is as if mankind had fallen into a veritable| 
slough of despond wherein ethical values} 
hhave been entirely submerged. It docs not| 
matter whether what a nation, does is| 
Honourable or praiseworthy. ‘The issue 1s| 
whether that nation can amass. suflcient| 
implements for death-dealing and use them| 
with an efficiency which can silenes all ob-| 
jectors. The crime which cannot be forgiven| 
Js that of being unable to shoot straight| 
enough to eliminate the critics. A nation| 
may have corruption festering In its inmost 
Fecesses, but if it con marshal army corps 
‘and ships designed to rain death mechani-| 
ally on hunian frames then thefe is no| 
criticism of its faults. . Lacking those 
‘curious instruments of logic, it has to stand| 
in a white sheet and whatever ills may come 
‘upon it the argument is that it is merely the 
vietim of a divine vengeance justifably| 
invoked. Helping this topsy-turviness, for 
topsy-turviness it is when the fundamental 
verities which distinguish man from the} 
beast are flagrantly ignored—are_modern| 
means of communication which give facill-| 
ties to mass instruction through the medium| 
‘of mechanically conceived assertions truth. 
Mul or otherwise. It is not necessary. to] 
‘argue that the down-trodden victim of this 
modern frightfulness wears the  white| 
flower of a blameless life.

hhas been thrust on any particular nation. |For 
it must be remembered that the nation itself 
‘has only nominal responsibility for the task 
It has to provide the requisite amount of| 
fodder, human and otherwise, for the 

It has to 
listen meekly with cheers at the appropriate] 
moments as the broadcast announcers daily| 
pour out oblations to the wisdom of the poticy| 
thus involved. Behind all this paraphernalia 
is a select group of infallible correctors of| 
weak nations. They cannot be wrong. 
‘They are sure that their munition factories, 
thelr arsenals and their war cstablishments| 
of all kinds are suffciently powerful to make 
them the most righteous. set of counsellors| 
who ever led a nation to its moral and 
‘material destruction. All, therefore, is well in| 
the realm of the great Moloch. The machines| 
belch forth their messages of death. Human| 
bravery Is harnessed to the task of spreading| 
destruction, and if it cannot be equipped with| 
the ability'to discriminate between the com-| 
batant and non-combatant, it has to bear} 
‘that stigma as best it can. ‘Its exploiters are 
not perturbed, ‘Their aim is to maké a soli-| 
tude and call it peace. Peace’ in their sur-| 
realist vision gives a picture of ruined homes, 
smoking holocausts, corpse-strown | streets 
‘and stricken elds. What matter if their 
wisdom be vindicated, ‘thelr unassailable 
[correctness’ proved—by the sheer magnitude| 
of their conception of a programme of death-| 
dealing. 

‘How long shall these things be? Hus the| 
constructive sense of humanity been blunted| 
beyond repair? Is it possible to meet this 
ever-increasing threat of destruction only by| 
retaliation in kind? How will elvilization con-| 
uct itself if in future every large city has to| 
‘order its normal routine In preparation against 
2 sudden assault on its eivie life by forees of 
indiscriminate destruction? ‘Will’ the best 
citizen of the future be he who can imitate| 
the mole, live underground and sleep in day| 
time? What sort of incentive has the engineer| 
‘oF the artist when he knows that the longevity 
for which he designed his creation may at] 
any moment be eut short by the irrelevant| 
intrusion of the air-raid. Why should parents| 
bring up thelr children to face such a| 
future? “These questions have been asked| 
and will be asked again. It is not in man| 
to be “submissive to beastliness however| 
assertive and powerful. It is not in him to] 
despair. Under the weight of the heaviest 
load of oppression he maintains unconquer- 
able the sanity of his vision and the indiffer-| 
fence of his soul to the buffets of malignity.| 














Jchance of true freedom of expression. 
Standards which have been allowed to go by| 
the board must be revived and upheld. If 
only the ordinary code of the peace-time city 
‘were maintained it would be something. If 
the private citizen invades his neighbour's 
hhouse and commits outrages there. he is ap-| 
prehended and duly punished with public 
[approbation. He cannot refute the judicial 
‘decision by loading himself up with machine| 
guns and howitzers. So some standards still 
hold. ‘Then there are the even higher canons| 
lof good faith, humanity and self-sacrific. 
They are based on truth, justice and the! 
{freedom of the divine in man. To-day they| 
hhave been wantonly assaulted in the inter-| 
national market-place. The assault —has| 
‘been applauded by masses who are invited| 
o forget that there is any distinction be- 
tween good and ill, between honour and 
dishonour, and to judge only between violence| 
land weakness, It is necessary that individual| 
‘men and women should no longer  palliate| 
‘rational aggression, should no longer_play| 
the coward who concentrates eriticism on 
the downtrodden and ineffective and. lets 
the bully go free. Men must get back to| 
the proper worship of the unchangeable God} 
who ordains that fundamental link between| 
‘their life now and that which is afterwards

THE INDICTMENT 
Sept. 14. 

In her eloquent broadcast to the people off 
the United States of America, Madame Chiang| 
Kaicshek frankly expressed’ surprise at: the| 
“indifference” of Western nations to. the| 
situation of China. She realized that China| 
‘had considerable sympathy and moral support| 
from other countries, but she took the view] 
that the fatlure to intervene to prevent the 
aggression of Japan or to side with China| 
in the fleld in resisting that aggression con-| 
stituted an abandonment by the West of its 
system of faith-keeping by treaty. General 
‘Chiang Kai-shek has made the same sugges- 
tion in his recent hint that the intervention| 
fof foreign powers seemed to him to bel 
Indicated by the needs of the crisis. Less 
important, but at the same time estimable 
‘exponents of Chinese opinion have also taken 
that line. Nor is it diMleult to detect in some| 
‘Chinese ‘comments the belief that cireum- 
stances. may be wittingly or unwittingly| 
‘developed to bring at least one European 
power Into the field in defence of its own| 
Interests in the Far East. No-one has. pre-| 
‘ended ‘that the Chinese Government, in 
taking its decision to call a halt to the policy| 
‘of acquiescence in Japanese encroachment, 
has received any promise of such a reinforce- 
ment of its efforts. Indoed available in- 
formation seems to show that certain powers, 
notably Great Britain and the United States 
of America, went out of their way to try and| 
avert hostilities by diplomatic representations| 
to both sides. The implicit burden of their 
‘erguments indicated a firm determination to| 
leave the field clear if unfortunately those} 
Jfforts failed, as they have failed. No| 
Chinese spokesman has ever suggested any| 
other belief but it is not unnatural that in the| 
poignant realization of the travail through 
which their country is now going, General 
Chiang “Kai-shek and his» accomplished| 
comrade-wife should point to what they con-| 
sider to be the logical implications of the| 
undertakings entered into by Western powers} 
in China's. regard. That they can really 
‘expect intervention must be doubted, for, if 
anything, the recently-declared policies’ of 
‘Washington and London on the. provision| 
made for maintaining their respectivo| 
national interests in China directly disclaim 
any thought of opposing armed resistance 10] 
Japan. Madame herself, indeed, is too well-| 
Bequainted with the American’ atmosphere] 
not to know that her argument for interven 
tion Is rhetorical rather than practical in the| 
iplomatie sense. 

‘This does not traverse the view which 
she takes of the breakdown of collective| 

















security. ‘That, indeed, is the world| 
tragedy’ of- the moment. Every nation| 
concerned has to mourn the  deteriora-| 


tion in international morality. ‘The answer| 
fo Madame Chiang Kai-shek cannot but be| 
apologetic and self-aceusatory. Tn September 
1031, Japan's onslaught on Manchuria 
revealed the weakness of the joints in tho| 
armour of the League of Nations. It started 
‘a process of defiance which has reached its 
‘culminating point in the chaos in Europe| 
to-day and in Japan's latest development of 
2 militarist plan for bringing China to her| 
knees, albeit, to quote Prince Konoye, with| 
‘the intention of suppressing “anti~Japanese” 
sentiments in this country and encouraging| 
Sino-Japanese friendship—save the mark! 
Responsibility for this failure eannot be laid 
at the door of any one nation. All, in greater| 
fr lesser degres, have contributed to it. They| 
will plead force of circumstances, considera- 
tions of self-protection, defects in the| 
machinery of ‘the League, but the fact 
remains: the standards accepted in “the 
[Covenant have been forgotten or ignored and 
the world's plight today is the result. At 
this time when China is engaged in a homeric| 
struggle against heavy odds it would be 
‘churlish to. consider where and to what| 
Jextent she shares in the general responsibility 
It is necessary, however, in the light of|

Yet, peace will 
have to come sooner or Jaler, "The LWwo 
neighbours must remain neighbours even if 
they have become enemies, - How has that 
enmity arisen? Perhaps, looking back over 
the phases in the modern history of the Far 
East, it were not unfair to say that China and. 
Japan first despised each other, ‘Then mutual 
aversion grew owing to. the difficulties 
‘experienced in reconciling Japanese ambitions 
‘and rapidity in westernization with China's 
loyalty to old customs, relianee on the evoli= 
tionary influences of philosophy and con- 
sequent exploitation of the devices tradi 
tionally employed by the weak to outwit the 
strong. ‘The establishment of a feeling of 
‘mutual respect seems to be the indispensable 
preliminary to peace. Is it possible to discern 
signs that’ this condition ‘may be fulfilled 
arlier than might have been expected. 
Japan's “idea “of the “new concept” 
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‘recognizing China's equality of status aid the 
reciprocity ot economie relations between the| 
two countries was unfortunately destroyed by 

+ the Illeadvised. pressure of military  polley. 
‘That “new concept,” might well have laid] 
the foundations for an honourable “under- 
standing If it had not been entangled with| 
the mistrust and suspicion generated  by| 
militarist adventure. Nor is it diMeult. to} 
imagine that’a strong senso of this failure| 
‘underlies the attitude of many Japanese who, 
although naturally disposed to yield nothing| 
in pattiotle support ‘of thelr “Government, 
deplore this devastating struggle out of which| 
nothing can come but accentuated bitterness | 
‘and finanelat disasters unless effective effors| 
fare soon made to bring it to an early con- 
‘clusion. ‘The volee of the peacemaker may| 
with dimeulty be heard and may be mis- 
‘understood at such a stage, but that should not| 
deter goodwilt from asserting itsolf i€ by, any 
chaneo the faintest encouragement for its 
Influence is to be discerned. ‘The question is 
whether there {s any ground for cultivating 
‘the growth of mutual ‘self-respect on which} 
some approach to sanity may be attempted. 

Fierce ‘as are the passions aroused by the 
aceldents and. deliberate slaughter of this| 
‘war, itis remarkable to cbserve how virile is 
the spirit of generosity which almost inadver- 
{ently emerges at unexpected moments. From 
the ‘studied pronouncements of Japanese| 
spokesmen considerable contempt for Chinese| 
ability in the art of war has frequently been| 
deduced. Yet more than once. Japanese| 
soldiers have expressed their‘own admiration| 
for Chinese bravery. Only the other day at] 
‘8 conference the Japanese, spokesman paid| 
‘@ graceful tribute to the steadfastness of a 
‘Chinese detachment in resisting a Japanese 
attack. Nor have Chinese on their side been| 
eluetant to recognize the finer qualities of 
thelr opponents. ‘China has the right to pay| 
that tribute, for her own soldiers, as the epic| 

tory of Paoshan shows, have vindicated 

‘their claim to honour.” No. doubt the| 

ingrained animosity which mecessarily dom 

nates’ the main sentiments of two peoples| 

‘at war tends at times to give this. inter-| 

change of bouquets a. grimly ironic’ note. 

In the event, however, the growth of mutuai| 

respect cannot be stifled. ‘The privilege of| 

stimulating it must be seized by any re-| 

‘sponsible exponent of dispassionate opinion, 

by any commentator who desires to see the 

‘end of a conflict which is so. disastrously| 

cestranging two great nations to whom  the| 

world Tooks for co-operation. Is it not there- 
fore possible for the Governments of China| 

‘and Japan to review the grim potentialities 

‘of this fatal strife, to take thelr courage and|

Whatever may be the considerations. whieh]

It would be highly improper for an out- 
‘sider to attempt to intervene in the lively 
passages, of the dispute between Americans 
In Shanghal and their President in Washing~ 
on. ‘The third party who intrudes on a 
family row usually gets the brickbats from 
both sides, Yet since Americans here have 
played so. prominent and active a part in 
keeping the fabric of the Settlement running| 
despite the unprecedented strain of the 
present upheaval,.it is impossible for British 
Shanghailanders to withhold sympathy from 
their American fellow citizens. - Moreover, 
‘as these columns testified, three days ago, 
‘Anglo-American co-operation has been a 
‘Valuable asset to Shanghal as a whole. There 
is, ground for apprehension and anxiety 
regarding the dangers and dificulties ahead. | 
‘That is not taken by Shanghailanders as 
‘siving valid reason for deserting the city| 
Which owes so much to British and American 
‘effort in co-operation with Chinese over a 
term of many years. Nor should Japanese 
citizens be forgotten. At the moment they 
fare subject to much embarrassment owing to 
the divorce between the policy of their 
Government andthe interests which they 
share jn Shanghai with foreigners and 
Chinese. Their tragedy is appreciated for 





first magnitude. The trouble is that, lke Great] 
Britain, the United States of America, is much 
‘bewildered by the amazing developments of| 
Japanese pressure ‘on China and China's} 
[determination to call a halt to the process of| 
{foreign encroachment. In the hostilities whleh| 
hhave accrued, vast and important interests 
‘of third parties have been jeopardized, Those 
third parties have the support of thelr Gov-| 
lernménts but the privilege is distinctly 
fcreumscribed by responsibilities of | which| 
‘every intelligent student of world affairs is 
well aware. Actually, by the happy co-oper 
fon ‘of foreign commanders and  foreign| 
diplomats, much is being done to mitigate the| 
resultant evils. More undoubtedly will have| 
{to be done, but it is essential that the com-| 
rmitments assumed by the respective govern-| 
‘ments should be kept down to the barest por-| 
sible limits. In that spirit it will be agreed| 
that the views of President Roosevelt colncide| 
closely" with those of other governments, 
albeit he may have been extremely forthright] 
Jn his exposition. 

‘The official announcements are definite and 
emphatic on the need for Americans to re- 
main in certain “key” occupations and to 
keep running essential services. That is of 
course understood, Here in Shanghal there is 
far too much evidence of the vital importance| 
fof the American community for any other 
thought to be entertained. Yet some would| 
‘go beyond this classification. Like other for~ 








they too, in’ the course of building up 
‘associations here, have come to regard 
|Shanghal as a. symbol-city of international| 
significance. Ironically enough the national- 
fist dominance of the policy which has 
plunged Shanghai in disaster seoms to hi 
strengthened Shanghai's sense of | inter~ 
‘national co-operation. The Japanese are| 
procluded from active expression of that 
view at the moment owing to circumstances 
which, had they hod their will, they would 
have prevented. British, Americans, Fronch 
‘and other nationals with Chinese’ citizens 
have by various ways shown the liveliness of| 
thetr faith in Shanghal. ‘The ties which keep| 
them thus together are strong and do not 
necessarily betoken any lack of virility in 
their own individual patriotism—rather the 
‘Tho State Department has taken steps to| 
reassure Americans who were apt. to be| 
downcast at the apparent intention underly 
ing President Roosevelt's words. Americans | 
themselves will be the best Judges of the 
fssue involved. 1 is plain that, just as the 
British Government has made it clear that it 
will not allow the Sino-Japanese conflict to 
‘embroil the British nation, so the President 
‘has to assure domestic opinion that the United 
States of America will keep herself free of 
hostilities. ‘The pressure of left-wing views 
‘on the administration at Washington may gain 
inspiration from resentment against Japanese | 
‘aggression but it will go no further. It 
rather is inclined to advocate removal of any 
conerote sign of imperialist activity on foreign 
‘Soll. In that sense the vague—and unjustifed| 
reference to the abolition of extrater-| 
Hitoriality emerges. The course which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has taken by authorizing the 
despatch of reinforcements to strengthen the 
‘American garrison is obviously  inconsistent| 
with the idea of abandoning American in- 
{erests in China to their fate. Nevertheless 
it is natural that he should be concerned to 
limit the objective of this poticy. Semi-oflcial 
ronouncements suggest that that is all that 
can be reasonably read into a_ statement 
‘which, to say the least of it, caused consider 
able heart burning among’ Americans here, 
Basically it is evident that America cannot 











{fuarded against the pernicious consequences 
of a cataclysmic upheaval. 


‘cigners Americans have been finding in China| 
feareers of much public value, and have also 
[developed undertakings the disappearance of 
which would constitute a rea! loss tothe people} 
of this country. Such Americans may feel that 
Jeven if they cannot bring themselves. within| 
the categories named by Washington, their 
desertion at this phase would be unthinkable| 
fand, incidentally, damaging to thelr own| 
[country’s prestige. This view is shared with 
British, French, Scandinavians, Germans and| 
other foreigners. Tt requires emphasis. It is 
‘not unworthy. “It indleates a sense of duty| 
‘and responsibility to the community as al 
Whole. It is the essence of the spirit which| 
fnelped to build up Shanghai and will be 
favallablé to rebuild when the time comes. 
Foreign nationals here realize that their Gov-| 
fernments have to be guided by broad issues 
‘of policy beyond the narrow limits of special 
interests here. ‘Those risks they are prepared| 
to take; so many of them have no option. It 
is not unreasonable therefore that they should| 
‘be assured that their home  governments| 
recognize the motives animating thelr loyalty| 
{to China in general and Shanghai in. par- 
ticular and, so far as high policy permits, will 
‘make available the same protective facitites| 
jas are set in motion anywhere lee. when| 
trouble overcomes the merchant, trader or| 
ploneer in an alien land. So far'the official 
representatives of Governments here have 
shown no remissness in Keeping this view in 
._It is not surprising, however, that Me. 
Roosevelt's utterance should have caused] 
alarm. It has not done harm for it has en-| 
fabled ‘Americans here to receive firm assur 
ances of real value. That has had a heart-| 
Jening effect on Shanghallanders generally.

‘The cimmerian gloom of destruction and 
brutality is here relieved by many examples 
lof, philanthropic activity and spontancous| 
efforts to mitigate suffering. The report on| 
the Refugee Camps is thus encouraging. It 
shows how Chinese and Forelgn workers are 


‘abandon her interests in the Western Pacific diligently endeavouring to grapple with the| 


refugees Into the International, Settlement, 
‘Obviously this labour is in a sense a measure 
of self-protection; no community ean be blind 
{o dhe danger of entertaining hosts of men, 
women and children for whom te normal 
economic, sanitary and social machinery of 
he city’ must be inadequate. Dr. RC, 
Robertson, as Oficer-in-Charge of Refugee 
probiems voluntarily attached to the Public 
Health Department, gives a cheering pleture of 
practical commonsense vigour shown by the 
Soparimental" organizations and the public 
bodies which have co-operated in ministering 
{othe refugees and in facilitating their 
evacuation. Tt will be noted that gaps have 
to be filed. “For instance the provision of a 
large house for the establishment of a small 
hospital for tubereular cases wotild be a real 
act of generosity which should appeal to the 
imagination of a large-hearted . property 
owner, Crude cod liver oll th bulle is 
Urgently required and the departmental 
‘supply of ointments and antiseptic lotions 
might well be supplemented by. private alfts 
in Kind. There is no doubt that at this timo 
the splendid. work which medical and lay 
‘effort is doing should command a more wide~ 
Spread’ support from the community as a 
‘whole. ‘The obligations of the wealthy are 
hot exhausted by. the donation of a fow 
thousand dollars here and there. The situa 
tion demands real zelf-sacrifice and the 
cofdinary appeal is apt to be heeded only by 
those who already have inured themselves to 
the gospel of altruism. It is easy to suggest 
‘what can be done. It is easy to eritielze the 
Uisclosed. joints in the armour of civic 
protection. What Shanghai wants to see is 
‘some practical stirring of the conscience of 
‘wealthy residents who have the substance by 
‘Which remedial processes can be richly en- 
dowed. 

‘This seems to apply with considerable force 
to the work of dealing with the refugees. At 
this time Shanghat is undergoing a severe 
financial. shock’ but “everyone. knows that 
there Is ample wealth in private hands for 
supplying the deficiencies of which | Dr. 
Robertson writes, It may be futile to appeal 
for a more generous disbursement of this 
‘wealth on ordinary grounds of humanity. Lot 
the demand be made on the prosaic basis of 
selt-interest. “If the wealthy desire to sce 
this city quickly recover from the present ils 
It is incumbent on them to ensure that no 
medical supplies which ‘money can Buy are 
Tacking at this moment. ‘Such supplics mean 
‘the. suppression of disease, the elimination 
fof distress and the consequent avoldance of 
dangers which beside exposing the community 
to immediate disaster must inevitably retard 
the approach to recovery. If the heroic work: 
‘of medical men and nurses were to meet 
with commensurate emulation from citizens 
‘who, ‘unpossessed of personal capacity for 
relieving suffering, have ample resources. at 
thelr command in coffers and banks, itis safe 
to say that the refugee problem would be 
solved, “Public ‘men have moved in the 
‘matter, but the community is not composed 
entirely of public men. ‘There are others who 
keep themselves disereetly in the background, 
Jemerge difdentiy to offer advice, stand forth 
nnot 30 difidently to condemn or critieze— 
then retire into’ their shells to count. thelr 
savings which they hope in due course. will 
be securely available when the clouds have 
rolled by. ‘This attitude fs antiesocial.. Tt is 
fnot necessarily deliberately selfish, It drives 
more often than not from a certain timidity 
perhaps from a past experience of the woes 
fof. extreme poverty—and from a. certain 
Jack of perception, "If It be squarely ‘put to 
such laggards that they would rise in’ thelr 
own estimation as well as in that of their 
{ellow-men by boldly pooling resources. for 
the community's benefit they may be. en= 
couraged to bring thelr powerful aid to bear 
fn the ight against disease, destitution and 
Sespaic. “In the well-worn biblical ‘phrase 
they may realise that the gain of the whole 
‘world is of no profit to. him who loses his 
soul. “Souls are lost to-day when thelr 
owners forget to share in the common effort 
fo succour thelr fellow-men, 


‘Turning from the lot of the civilian victim 
of this war to the soldier in the fleld, It will 
hhave been perceived from bitter comments of 
Chineso army oMcers that China's fghting 
‘men are in a great measure suffering from 
sad deficiencies in medical supplies, Doctors 
fand nurses are grappling with heavy batches 
‘of wounded and are doing thelr noblest to 
bring relief to men who have proved thelr 
courage and thelr devotion to the point of 
death. “Tt is stated, however, that there is 
Ja terrible shortage’ of anaesthetics so. that 
‘wounded soldiers, tended however devotedly, 
cannot be spared sufferings which the 
ordinary routine of » well-equipped hospital 
‘should be able to avert. Shanghai cannot be 
‘short of narcotics, It seems incredible that 
hhospitals “should have to’ do without the 
rugs which they alone can use benefteently. 
‘No doubt the Chinese military authorities are 
doing all they can to mitigate this additional 
‘suffering. It seems that. private resources 
here should be unreservedly placed at the 
alisposal of the doctors for the purpose. If 
‘wealthy men ever had an incentive to do good 
to their fellows this surely is the opportunity. 
‘The Red Cross or Red Swastika organizations 
‘and thelr devoted helpers should be able to 
‘command the willing support of all Chinese 
Patriots at this time.

HONGKONG RAVAGED BY TYPHOON 


Amazing Misadventure Among Ships in Port: Fire and 
‘Tidal Wave Add to Destruction 


Frost Our Srect Comesroxoest 


Hongkong, Sept. 4. 
EIT,» 8 typhoon whose winds at times reached 164 miles an 
hour—a world recora—the Colony of Hongkong to-day presents 
‘a scene of death and disaster. In the disastrous cyclone which 
broke in the carly morning hours of Thursday, nearly thirty ships, 
including large ocean liners, were driven ashore; the Taipo villages 
in the New Territories were broken and smashed by an immense 
tidal wave, firemen fought a huge fire in water up to their waist: 
and fences, roofs, windows, shutters, trees, lamp standards and 
walls were blown down and scattered over the face of the Colony. 

According to the Observatory. the| 
typhoon was the worst ever to hi 
the Colony, and their instruments 
Were unable to register the maximum 
Toree of the winds; the barcmeter set 
‘a now low record of 28208.” A. total 
fof 85 Inches of rain fell, Between 
400 and 800. people ‘are believed to 
hhave ost their lives, the greatest tolt 
being “taken “by. the. praya Ares, 
Houses collapsing and by the Taipo 
tidal ‘wave, 

‘Many thrilling stories were told of| 
the rescue of ‘passengers. from ships 
Which van aground, the most specta:| 
ular being the rescue of sixty eabin 
passengers and 1200, deck passengers 
from the ts. Van Houtz, of the 1PM. 
Line, which is now aground at Green 
Taland. ‘The ‘Gertrude Macrsk, one 
ofthe many’ vessels to respond 
to her call for help, sent. out her 
Hfeboats, despite the’ towering seas, 
fand Tater ferries from Yaunatt went 
UE and succeeded in getting. all the 
passengers. off the two. ships.

had latinched a severe offensive against Chinese positions on 
the line between Woosung, Yuchpu, and Lotien, and had made some 
gains. Chinese counter-offensives, however, had prevented the|

driven the invaders back to their original lines.

TPN the face of the heaviest concentration of mechanized might,

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OLD KRAKATOA’S DOMAIN

‘Sunday at sea, and the Chinese crew of the] 
little Japanese freighter hed the day off which] 
‘meant that instead of sneaking into quiet| 
corners and knocking flies away with paint] 
‘brushes that should have been covering up| 
rust spols, they snored long and lawfully 
For a week the old tramper homeward bound | 
after half circling the globe, had loped along} 
northward at a steady 240 knots a day with| 
nary a dot on the vast circular mirror of the| 
sea save the squadrons of flying fish that| 
‘sprayed from our bows by day and at night| 
‘occasionally plomped into the low waist of 
the ship splashing like quleksiiver tlt rushed| 
by the watch for sumptuous cooking on the| 
galley coals, In the monotony of blue water 
it was an event to see a shark break the 
water beside us, It was gigantle and brown, 
all wriggles like some stupidly friendly big} 
dog.

Like outriders, | 
troupe of dolphins romped under and over| 
the white spume pushed out by our bows. 
‘Still there was no sound from the jungle nor 
life on the little patehes of beach, but off our| 
quarter a great commotion suddenly started| 
in the water. A school of salmon began 
leaping. Twice they flashed through the air, 
splitting in every direction, and then a dozen 
great marlin—so we imagined—shot high into| 
the alr like released springs. Their bodies| 
Guivered and flashed like silvered _stec!.| 
‘Thelr Impact was the sound of a giant smack-| 
ing the water. ‘This was no royal salute to| 
the sun. Chunks’ of sundered salmon were| 
tossed in the air as the marlin ran. amok 
From the ship we could see the dirty grey of| 
the water turning salmon pink in the slants| 
of the early morning sun. We were in the| 
fropies where the sands run quickly and] 
vividly between bleth and hectic death. 


‘The entrance to.the Straits flared out into a 
vast inland sea. “Perhaps seventy miles| 
ahead, the mammoth bulk of Krakatoa reared |

miles to Rodriquez and to Australia. That}
